A. Wheeler sent a check for 
maple trees and sald if the council 
would plant trees opposite his pro- 
perty he would place a fence around 
them and attend to them at his own 
expense, 

Dr. J. D, Lafferty submitted in 
writing his charges against Chief 
English inconnexion with the Parks 
arrest. They are practically the 
same ae already published in the Her- 
ald 


T. 8. C. Lee, Fred Adame and others 
wrote that In their opinion there was 
nothing in the conduct of the chief 
on the occasion fn question anbecom- 
ing a policeman and that no unne- 
cessary force was used.

Alderman Underwood reported that 
he had visited the Islands and found 
them suitable for exhibition purposes 
end that a bridge was feasible at a

DAIRYING AT OLDS 


Adéress on Government Creameries by 
C Marner 


. Olds, April 24.—(Special )}—A ‘fairly 
well attended meeting of farmers and 
others was held on day, the 2Zist 
instant for the purpose of discussing 
deiry matters, Mr. C, Marker, sup- 
erintendent of creameries, was pre- 
sent, 

Jno. Murray on being elected chair- 
man opened the meeting and catied on 
Wm. 6 Mr. Dean, who is the 
proprietor of the Olds creamery, intim- 
ated that arrangements had been made 
with the Dominion department of 
agriculture to take over and work the 
evtablishment during the current 
season. 

Mr. Marker, called upon, said that 
he was not here simply to solicit pat- 
rorage for the cfeainery, but to put 
before the meeting a plain atatement 
of facts relative tothe manner in 
which this work is conducted under 
gc vernment management. 

Arrangements having: already been 
made the department will operate the 
Olds creamery as a cream = receiving 
station tributary to the ernment 
creamery at Calgary. T cream 
will be received twice or three times 
per week as may be found necessary, 
and delivered at the station by the 
farmers Or patrons, free of charge to 
the government. 

The charge for manufacturing the 
cream into butter will be four cents 
ees pound. This cha then pays 
or rent of building, freight of cream 
to Calgary, labor, fuel and supplies, 
in fact, includes all expenditure incur- 
red from the time the cream is receiv- 
ed by the man, placed in charge by 
the department, untii the finished 
preduct of butter is sold and placed 
on the cars at Calgary. I wish to 
emphasize that the patrons will not 
be called upon to pay freight on 
cream, nor to acquire stock in any 
creamery where the cream may be 
menufactured into butter. 

The butter maker in charge is au- 
thorized and instructed to reject any 
cream which is not of a good quality 
as regards flavor; we want to make 
a fine quality of butter, and = any 
cream from which such butter can not 
be made will not be received, 

As to the manner of payment, tho 
department will advance 10 centa per 
pound of buter per month during the 
fenson, and when the season's busi 


ness be finished, ail the butter sold 


and the books made up, the balance - 


of the proceeds, minus the manufac- 

turing charge will be paid to each 

petron by cheque, The cheque for 

cream delivered will be sent to and 

gusrinated by the person in charge at 
a. 


For separating the cream from the 
milk and with a view of obtaining the 
gicatest possible quantity of — butter 
fat from a given quantity of milk, 
he advised the acquisition and use of 
hand separators. 

Next in order to the separators 
comes the deep setting system, the 
cream from shallow paps as a rule is 
rether difficult to handle properly for 
ereamerY purposes and could not be 


rmcommenict 

In order, however, to get. good re- 
sults from the deep setting system 
the milk should be set into as cold 
water as possibile, immediately after 


being milked, and left in e@old water 
fcr 24 hours. It is essential, how- 
ever, that the water, surrounding the 
cans holding the milk, should be kept 
cold continuously. 

The best and only prastical way of 
keeping cream in good condition for 
the creamery, is to observe cleanliness 


in handling all through and to keep 
{t cold. A_low temperature prevents 
souring, The cream should be de- 


livered sweet, clean and of a uniform 
thickness. It will be meastred and 
sampled prior to being shipped. The 
samples will be tested in the oil test 
churn at Calgary. 

Mr. Marker emphasized the great 
advantages of winter as well as sum- 
mer dairying, and said that the de- 
partment was willing and desfrous of

ee. Jno. R. Moore, manager. of 
the government creamery at Innisfall 
was called upon to say a few words 
revarding that = inatitution. He 
showed that during the past year 
some 80,600 pounds oF butter had 
been manufactured at the Innisfail 
creamery worth $17,000. The increase 
of the output from year to year has 
been from 60 to 75 per cent. From 
May 1 to October 31, which constitutes 
the summer season, the average price 
fe: eived by the patrons, was 16.40 cents 


t pound of butter net. During 
ast‘winter, from November 1, to 
April 30, the average piice received 


was 9 3-4 cents ore pound of butter 
net, figures which speak for them- 
selves in favor of winter dairying. 

In regard to the management of a 
creamery Mr. Moore stated that there 
were In every district a certain 
number of people who were laboring 
under the hallucination that they 
could make more butter out of the 
game quantity of cream than the 
creamery. This might be so, and if 
be #0, it simply means that such but- 
ter contains an excess of moisture 
ons foreign mutter, such as curd and 
salt. 

If any creamery patron wishes to 
check the creamery by making com- 
varative churning tests, the only fair 
and satisfacory way to do it would be 
to divide equally a certain quantity of 
cream, well mixed, Send one lot to 
the creamery and churn the other at 
home, and repeat this operation 
several times before venturing a pro- 
clamation to the world to the effect 
that they are being ‘‘done’ -by the 
creamery. 

Sevoral of the gentlemen present 
apoke on kindred subjects, among 
them were Messrs. Moore, Murray, 
Willing, Jeffries, Dean and others.
